BOYHOOD A CONDITION. 


"Boyhood is a condition. The boy 


is all right as a iule4 but the condi- 
tions get tangled 
sometimes, and 


this causes all the trouble. No one 
rule is applicable to all stages. Boy- 
hood changes; life changes; it is di- 
vided into stages. 
The first period, 


that of childhood, from 1 to 7 years. 
Then boyhood and girlhood, from 8 
to 14 years. 
Then conirs the vital 


period in life—from the age of 14 to 
21. We call this youth, but it is a 
general term.

will leproduce in himself. 
A woman 


can not understand a boy any more 
than a man can understand a girl. 
In' boyhood men must'c&me in'to 
solve the problem, 
'lie Inust have 


the comradeship oil good men—men 
in sympathy with his conditions and 
his nature. 
He must have good 


literature, particularly that which 
appeals to the element of fun in his 
life, but it must be pure and inno- 
cent fun. 
Then at the period of 


hedonhood again opens the door for 
woman's society, and here is another 
critical point. 
He must have the 


comradeship and friendship of queen- 
ly women of high ideals and of lofty 
character to inspire him to the best 
life.

erful plea for intentional friendship

TALKED ON INSTINCT. 


Dr. J. F. Brown, of Earlham col- 


lege, today continued his talks along 
psychological lines, 
the particular 


emphasis being laid upon the force 
of habit and inherited tendency. In 
part Dr. Brown said: 


"The scientists in considering some

MISS LOGAN ON READING. 


Miss Log'an this morning to<ok up 


the subject of "Reading,1* as 'applied 
to the primaiy department, and took 
the standpoint that its object w'as not 
so much to get the thought of others, 
but to instill the image of thoss 
thoughts. 
"Knowledge," she said, 


"is obtained through observation, 
t'hiough the language of others, but 
for -the most pait from the (printed 
page. It is necessary, theiefore, that 
the child be taught not only how to 
read, 'but what (to lead. Taste must 
be formed in the early year's."

opinion that 3$r. Bryan, if electd 
president, could, by the exercise of | 
considerable "perveise ingenuity,"! 
put the

on a silver 


basis, luin its credit, and bring 
incalculable 
disaster 
upon 
the 


business interests of the country. 


You deny .that the dangers set 


foith by me in that interview really 
exist that any president will be 
able to do what I declare might be 
done, "unless the ^republican .party 
in control of the 
government in 


both the legislative and executive 
branches, proves itself utterly dis- 
honest in its professed purpose to 
maintain the gold standard." 


You say your denial "is 
not 


based upon the reasoning of those 
of your critics who seek to show 
by figures tuat a president, desir- 
ing- ever so much to put the coun- 
try on a silver basis, would lack the 
means of doing so/' 


On the contrary, you admit, "for 


argument sake," all I say on that 
point. 
It would not seem, theie- 


foie, that there is any particulai 
difference between us as to what 
Mr. Bryan as president could do 
under the law 01 in spite of the 
law as it now i^, 


It ought to have been apparent 


to you,, as it no^doubt was, that I 
was speaking of^tjie possibilities of 
the case under ^circumstances and 
conditions as'they'now exist; but 
but you proceed to point out how, 
at the next session 
of congress, 


which will meet in Decembei, legis- 
lation could be had which would 
completely forestall unfriendly ac- 
tion towaid the'(gold standard, even 
if Mr. Bryan were

should still cherish the firm, set 
purpose declared by him on Sep- 
tember 16, 1896, 
at 
Kuoxville, 


Tenn., where he said: 


ulf there is anyone who believes 


that tlie gold standard is a good 
thing, or that it must be maintain- 
ed, I wain him not to cast his vote 
foi me, because I promise him that 
it will not be maintained in this 
count! y longer than I am able to 
get rid of it." 


You rebuke me in polite terms 


for sounding a false note of alarm, 
disquieting the business commun- 
ity, and especially jwhen uttered by 
one in authority. 


I am not a't all skilled in contro- 


versy and have toad no practice in 
dialetics, but I wijtt indulge in a 
few words in the jflray of rejoinder 
to your criticism. 


In the first place, then, no more 


serious disaster could overtake this 
country (in this I tfhink you will 
agree with ine) than the breaking 
down of the gold standard and the 
adoption of that principle of money 
for which 'Mr. Bryan Contends, In 
1896 you yourself are quoted as 
having said: 


"The mere apprehension of a po?- 


slbiHty of Mr. Bryan's election and 
of the consequent placing of our 
country upon the silver basis has 
already caused untold millions of 
our securities to be thrown upon 
'the market. Scores of foulness or- 
ders are already recalled, a large 
nutnVber of manufacturing 
estab- 


lishments have 'already 'stopped or 
restricted their operations, enter- 
prise is aheady discouraged and 
nearly paralyzed 
* 
v 
* and if 


these are the effects of a mere ap- 
prehension of a possibiJity, what 
would be the effect of the event it- 
self? There i's scarcely an imagin- 
able limit to the destruction cer- 
tain to be wrought by the business 
disturbance that Mr. Bryan's elec- 
tion would cause," 


I am myself unable to perceive 


why the same consequence in a 
minor degree, perhaps, would not 
ensue now, which you *o forcibly 
foreshadowed then. 
Now, when 


consequences so great as these are 
involved the forces operating to in- 
augurate them should be resisted 
at every point. 


Even the possTOMty of danger 


Should be avoided. It is a fam 11 jar 
factt, and one altotfetber too mucb 


in evidence, tfcat an administration 
filled with hatred and contempt of 
a particular law by perverse in- 
genuity ipractically nullify its oper- 
ations. Tou point out in your let- 
ter that If the course indicated by 
ine in the interview referred to 
should be contemplated toy M". 
Bryan, the 
lepublican congress 


which meets in December next 
could, in advance, restrain him by 
new and more effective mandatory 
provisions. 
The proposition that 


in case of Mr. BiyanTs election the 
present congress can tie his hands 
so that he cannot give effect to- his 
expressed intention 'a^ears to me 
to be fallacious. j ' 


It would require new legislation 


by a party whdse policy nvould have 
"been rejected by the people through 
their last expression at 'the polls, 
further than this, the next session 
will exphe by operation of law on 
the 4th of March, 1901. The fie? 
silver minoitiy would be justified 
by 'their constituents in using all 
the resources of dilatory piocedure 
to pievent such legislation, and 
against such tactics affiimative leg- 
islation such as you suggest would 
be protbaibly impossible. Can any 
one doufbt that Mr. Bryan would 
urge action by 'his friends in con-

You end your letter by suggest

which should not be unnecessarily 
disquieted, and especially not by 
those in authority. 
Thinking as I 


do that the election of Mr. Bryan 
would be as leal a menace to the 
commercial and industrial 
inter- 


ests of our people because of the 
purpose he cherished and the power 
he would possess, I do not feel at 
liberty to act upon your suggestion; 
I feel it my duty to at least wait 
until after Mr. Bryan himself has 
letracted his statement of 
1896 


that <'It (the gold standard) will 
not be maintained in this country 
longer than I am able to get rid 
of it/'

BOYHOOD A CONDITION. 


"Boyhood is a condition. The boy 


is all right as a uile, but the condi- 
tions get tangled 
sometimes, and 


this causes all the trouble, No one 
rule is applicable to all stages. Boy- 
hood changes; life changes; it is di- 
vided into stages. 
The first period, 


that of childhood, from 1 to 7 yeais. 
Then boyhood and girlhood, from 8 
to 14 years. 
Then conits the vital 


period in life^from the age of 14 to 
21. We call this youth, but it is a 
general term. For the female at this 
period we have the term maiden- 
hood; that extends from the age of 
14 to marriage. But what of the boy 
at this age? There has been no spe- 
cific teim by which he could be des- 
ignated.

We have the 
maiden, and why not the hedonf The 
word means 
something—it is the

which means 'delight' 
And there 


are infinite conditions and possibili- 
ties at work in that crucial period 
to waiiant the teim. 


'•In 
considering 
a problem we 


must take into account the condi- 
tions that enter into it " Here Mr. 
Connei turned to a large chart which 
he terms the "chart of conditions." 
He continued: 
"Childhood is the 


period of confidence, and it is shown 
that at that penod the boy is made 
up of 60 per cent, innocence, 25 per 
cent, imitation, and 15 per cent, play, 
making a total of 100 per cent, of 
fftith. 
In boyhood, the period of 


comradeship, there is a change. The 
lad is then 50 per cent, fun, 20 per 
cent, fight, 15 per cent, mystery, 10 
per cent, work (and that's giving 
him all there is in it), 3 per cent, 
reason and 2 per cent, religion, the 
total being 100 per cent, of loyalty 
to his friends. Bid you ever find a 
boy unloyal? 


PERIOD OF DELIGHT. 


"But to pass on to the period of 


hedonhood, from 14 to 21 years, the 
period of delight, and

cent, self-ness, 20 per cent, fearless- 
ness, 15 per cent, fidelity, 8 per cent, 
leason, 5 per cent, religion and 2 
per cent, lawfulness, footing up to a 
total of 100 per cent, of pleasure.

He must have good 


literature, particularly that which 
appeals to the element of fun in his 
life, bu<t it must be pure and inno- 
cent fun. 
Then at the period of 


hedonhood again opens the door for 
woman's society, and here is another 
critical point. 
He must have the 


comradeship and friendship of queen- 
ly women of high ideals and of lofty 
charactei to inspire him to the best 
life.

"Here, then," said Dr. Biwn, "i® the 
general fact of instinct sh'ared in 
common by man and by brutes: 
Firsit, as considered by science, they 
are in'lieii'ted habits. There may be 
sliig-ht differences in the cause of the 
development of generations, but the 
principle is unch'amged. 
They so 


take a place in the nervous system as 
to be handed down from generation 
to generation. Second, these instincts 
are blind— they are done wuith'out con- 
scious thought or purpose in the per 
son wiho perform fche«ra.?* Several il- 
lustrations were cited to sustain this 
statement, among them the fatit that 
the dog, before lying down, will in- 
variably move a'bH>uit in a circle, a 
haibit descended from the tilme 
hiis ancestors lived upon the prairies 
and it was necessaiy to txramip down 
a plat o'f gzass on which to lie. This 
afternoon Dr. Brown tos>k up 
the 


pedagogical application of instinct 
in the child's life as applied to giving 
him ins'truoHon in the school room, 


MISS LOGAN ON HEADING. 


Miss Logan this morning to'ok up 


the subject of "Reading," as 'applied 
to the piimaiy department, and took 
the fstandfpoint that its objedt wfcs not 
so much to get the thought of others, 
but to instill the image of those 
thoughts. 
"Knowledge," ahe said, 


"is obtained through observation, 
through the language of others, but 
for the most part from the /printed 
page. It is necessary, theiefore, that 
the child be taught not only how to 
read, 'but 'what 'to read, T&ste must 
be formed in the early year's."

26th, in which I 
expressed th 


opinion that JJIr. Bryan, if electc 
president, could, by the exercise of 
considerable "perverse ingenuity," 
put the 
government on a silver 


basis, luin its -credit, and bring 
incalculable ( disaster 
upon 
the 


business interests of the country. 


You deny >that the dangers set 


forth by me in that interview really 
exist that any piesident will be 
able to do what I declare might be 
done, "unless the ^republican .party 
in control of the/ government 
in 


both the legislative and executive 
branches, proves itself utterly dis- 
honest in i+s professed purpose to 
maintain the gold standard." 


You say your denial 
"is 
not 


based upon the reasoning of those 
of your critics who seek to show 
by figures tnat a president, desir- 
ing ever so much to put the coun- 
try on a silver basis, would lack the 
means of doing so.*' 


On the contrary, you admit, "for 


argument sake," all I say on that 
point. 
It would not seem, there- 


fore, that there is any particulai 
difference between us as to what 
Mr. Bryan as president could do 
under the law 01 in spite of the 
law as it now is,, 


It ought to have been apparent 


to you,, as it no ^doubt was, that I 
was speaking of^he possibilities of

which will meet in December, legis- 
lation could be had which would 
completely forestall unfriendly ac-

puipose declared by him on Sep- 
tember 16, 1896, 
at 
Kuoxville, 


Tenn., where lie said: 


"If there is anyone who believes 


that tlie gold standard is a good 
thing, or that it must be maintain- 
ed, I warn him not to cast his vote 
for me, because I promise him that 
it will not be maintained in this 
country longer than I am able to 
get rid of it." 


You rebuke me in polite terms 


for sounding a false note of alarm, 
disquieting the business commun- 
ity, and especially when uttered by 
one in authority. 


I am not a£ all skille'd in contro- 


versy and have- ftuad no practice in 
dialetics, but I wijfl indulge in a 
few words in the way of rejoinder 
to your criticism, 


In the first place, then, no more

REPEAL VEHICLE TAX. 


We do not know what the city coun- 


cil will do concerning the proposed 
repeal of the vehicle tax ordinance, 
but we do know what the city coun- 
cil ought to do. The ordinance ought 
to &f jttfpealed at the next meeting 
oi thVioruncil. 


No ordinance, ever in force in this 


city has given rise to such bitter dis- 
satWaction. It is wholly unpopular 
and its repeal will elicit the heaitiest 
approval of eveiy person upon whom 
the bnrden falls. The vehicle tax in 
the first place is not a financial neces- 
sity. TIhe revenues derived frjm it 
are in the aggregate small and do nof 
in the slightest degree lessen the bur- 
den of taxes imposed by the general 
municipal levy. This special tax is 
peculiarly annoying to every one 
whom it touches, including those who 
are abundanltly able to pay it with- 
out distiess. But it falls hard upon 
the man who with a horse and a cart 
is obliged to eke out a living :n a 
small teaming business. Eveiv rider 


of a bicycle is obliged to pay an un- 
just 'tribute to the city for the piiv- 
ilege of enjoying a convenience that 
has become essential to hunch eds of 
men and women employed in the 
shops in sections of the cky remote 
from 'their homes. 


Above all, however, t'he vehiclj tax 


is unfair, unjust, undemociatie, and 
possi'bly illegal. It Is burdensome, 
annoying and useless. There is not 
an improvement its revenues seciue 
that cinnait equally as well be secured 
through the geneial levy. It ought 
to 'be repealed and the city council 


\v'il>l win the approval of the public 
by extinguislhing it forthwith. There 
was never any reason for creating 
the 'burden in the firslt place and there 
are a thousand reasons why the bur- 
den should be removed, 


STUDYING WISCONSIN. 


The managers of both parties ale 


giving a great 
deal of attention, 


quietly^ and ^earnestly, at piesent to 
Wisconsin. 
An interesting fact in 


relation to that state which is-gen- 
erally overlooked, is that the record 
shows its population to be unusually 
erratic in elections. 
Its republican 


majorities have frequently been so 
large that the state has come to be 
regarded by the average citizen as 
safely republican, 
But this popu- 


lar conclusion is not borne out by the 
history of elections in Wisconsin for 
more than thirty years. 
For ex- 


ample, at the 'beginning of the civil 
war Wisconsin was langed with the 
strong and 
uncompromising anti- 


slaveiy states, but in the presiden- 
tial contest of 1864 Wisconsin gave 
a majority for Mr. Lincoln of only 
17,000, and twelve years later, on a 
constantly inci easing vote, the re- 
publican lead was only 6,000. Blaine 
carried the state in 1884 by a ma- 
jority of only 2,000, Cleveland, in 
1892, had a plurality of 6,500, and 
it was not until the presidential elec- 
tion of 1896 that either party made 
a clean sweep in Wisconsin. 
Mr. 


McKinley zeceived then a majority of 
102,000. 
The reason for this er- 


ratic shifting of political sentiment 
in th© Badger state obviously is to 
be found primaiily in the fact that 
Wisconsin has not such a piedomi- 
nant foreign population as is gener- 
ally thought, but a much divided for- 
eign population. 
Of 500.000 elec- 


tors it is computed that 150,000 are 
either Geimans by bhth or extrac- 
tion, and 75,000 of Wisconsin'svoteis 
aie either of Scandinavian birth 01 
descent 
Two-thirds of the Ger- 


mans, it is said, incline to the demo- 
cratic party, and nine-tenths of the 
Scandinavians to the republican par- 
ty. 
On the basis of this division 


theie are 117,500 foreign born le- 
publican voters or German or Scandi- 
navian republicans, and 107,500 nat- 
uralized democrats, German or Scan- 
dinavian votexs in Wisconsin. 
This 


division gives the republicans a lead 
which represents about their normal 
majority. 
It shows that the task of 


converting Wisconsin to the democ- 
racy again this year is not a hopeless 
one by any means.

WAS UNCONSCIOUS FROM TIME 


OF ATTACK TILL DEATH. 


HE RAN WITH BRYAN IN 1896 


NOTABLE CABEHR IN POLITIC? 


AND BUSINESS. 


Bath, Mel, Sept 5.— Hon, Arthur 


Bewail, democratic candidate for the 
vice presidency in 1896 and on« of 
tho most distinguished and success- 
ful busines men in New England, 
died at 8:30 o'clock this morning. 


Mr. Sewall died at his summer 


home, Smal'l Point, about twelve 
miles from this city, of apoplexy, the 
stroke having been sustained last 
Sunday* 


He was sixty-four years of age. 
Mr. Sewall had not been in good 


-health for some time, although he 
was not considered to be seriously 111, 
He had been advised by his physician 
to rest as early as last June, and he 
attended the democratic national con- 
vention in July against the advice 
of his doctor. 
He appeared to have 


suffered no ill effects from the jour- 
ney, however, and was passing the 
summer quietly at Small Point, when 
the fatal stroke seized him. 


The unconsciousness which fol- 


lowed the attack continued until 
death came. 


AKTHTJR SEWALL. 


Arthur Sewall was born in Bath 


in November, 1835. 
His father, W. 


D. Sewall, for years was prominent 
as a shipbuilder and the son fitted 
himself for the same trade. 
In 


1855, by forming the partnership of 
E. and A. Sewall, he continued the 
calling of one of the oldest sSip- 
building families in Maine. 


Upon the death of his* brother, Ed- 


ward Sewall, the firm of Arthur Sew- 
all & Co. was formed, and the cor- 
poration new controls one the larg- 
est of American sailing fleets. 


Mr, Sewall also was one of the 


prominent railroad men of New Eng- 
land. 
For nine years he was presi- 


dent of the Maine Central and he

president of t1»« S%e*ern rail- 
uiitil it WAS *Wtf>4d:Hjr the 
n and Maine. 
For many V*ars 


he was the Maine representative on 
the democratic national committee, 
and in 1896 he was made the choice 
of his party for vice president. 


Mr. Sewall is survived by two sons, 


Harold M. Sewall, who was stationed 
by the government at Hawaii, and 
William D. Sewall, who is in business 
in Bath. 


When Mr. Sewall was nominated 


with Mr, Biyan at the Chicago con- 
vention in 1896, the people of the 
country at large were almost totally 
unfamiliar with his name, 
"Who is 


Sewall P" was the question asked on 
every hand by democrats and repub- 
licans alike. In response it was said 
that Mr. Bryan's running mate1 was1 


a wealthy gentleman of Maine, a 
thorough and lifelong democrat, a 
business man of integrity, and a can- 
didate who presented all the desira- 
ble elements for the nomination. He 
was pleasing to the north and south 
in all respects, 


But while he was only slightly 


known in a general way, the people 
of New England, and especially of 
Maine, had long recognized in him 
one of their foremost citizens. 
He 


came of an old and distinguished 
family of shipbuilders, 


He was drawn into politics by his 


desire to improve the city of Bath, 
and his political growth was easy 
and natural through many stages of 
leadership until he found himself 
member of the national committee of 
the democracy for Maine. 
The in- 


tense republicanism of the state and 
of his neighbors, and even the fact 
that his own son was an ardent re- 
publican, never disturbed him. 
He 


has been ever ready to defend de- 
mocratic principles and heartily to 
indorse his party in all its positions. 


In spite of his large financial in- 


terests Mr, Sewall's devotion to free 
silver has been singularly strong. 
He had long cherished the convic- 
tion that by freely opening the mints 
to silver the country would find a 
panacea for all industrial ills. 
He 


had never foregone his belief, and 
his opinions have been known to 
have affected a few conservative fin* 
anciers in conservative Boston*

Mr* Roosevelt, in opening, con- 


gtatulateA the convention on the 
men nominated- and referred to the 
fact that tihe repu'bU'can party had 
been in power six years in this state. 
The republicans had always kept 
their pledges, he said, and tihe party 
felt that it had the right >to chal- 
lenge ithe support of all men whk> de- 
sire the government to be adtolnte- 
tered with cleanliness and efficiency.

silver legislation even though Mr. 
Bryan and a democratic house were 
to be elected, Mr. Roosevelt said:

and sent to Washington cannot and 
will no^t act otherwise than they have 
been directed a't the polls to act. The 
election of Mr. Bryan this fall -wbuTd 
be thfc peofple% mandate for free sil- 
ver, and as such it would tell upon 
every senator who has <Celit doubtful 
how 'to act in tfee past. 


"T<he onen who diredfely and Indi- 


rectly aid Mr. Brywn in this contest 
must understand that any vtote cast

Allen County Teachers' Institute to- 
day, nnd it was presented iu ;i thor- 
oughly admirable manner by A. "W. 
Cornier, of Indianapolis, who is edi- 
tor of n publication entitled -The 
Boys' Piiend." Mr. Conner is fi lively, 
vivacious speaker, and before he had 
spoken five minutes had engaged the 
warmest attention of eveiy henrer in 
his championship of the American 
boy. • In part. Mr. Conner said: 
|;I urn -glad to be able to talk to 


those who ought to be the friends of 
the boys, and I fee! thnt we ought to 
look at this boy problem from the 
boy's standpoint. 
I have heard it 


discussed from 
the man's 
stand- 


point, the woman's standpoint, tlie 
scientific standpoint and from about 
every other standpoint except 
the 


boy's standpoint. Men talk of com- 
pelling boys to do this nnd do that, 
but I assert thai, whenever you at- 
tempt to force a boy to do anything, 
you would better first increase the 
size of the army and the navy. We 
ought to stand by the boy. 


BOYHOOD A CONDITION.

'lii1 'boyhood men' must' coHie in 'to 
solve the problem. ''''He'must have 
flie comradeship of good men—men 
in: sympathy with his conditions and 
lite nature. ' He must have good 
literature, particularly 
that which 


appeals to the element of fun in his 
life, but it must be pure and inno- 
cent fun. 
Then at the period of 


hedonhood again opens the door for 
woman's society, and here is another 
critical point. 
He must have the 


comradeship and friendship of queen- 
ly women of hig-h ideals and of lofty 
character to inspire him to the best 
life. 
Mr. Conner closed with a pow- 


erful plea for intentional friendship 
and companionship for 
boys nnd 


hedons, and appealed for the devel- 
opment of man's love and man's 
comradeship for the boy who is soon 
to come into man's estate. 


TALKED ON INSTINCT. 


Dr. J. F. Brown, of Earl ham col- 


lege, today continued his talks along 
psychological lines, 
the particular 


emphasis -being laid upon the force 
of habit and inherited tendency. In 
part Dr. Brown said: 


"Tlie scientists in considering some 


of these call them instinct. Prof.es- 
ous educa'rion in the performance.'' 
of acting in such n way a's to pre- 
clude certain conddl-ious without fore- 
sight of ithe ends, and wLth'out previ- 
out education in the perfonmanre.' 
To illustrate this point Dr. Brown 
told a number ;of incidents •which he 
applied to sustain it'll e position, both 
in the animal world and among hu- 
man being's. He cited the bird build- 
ing its first nest, 'the mouse scamper- 
ing away at the first s'ig>lrt cf a cat. 
nnd others. Turning- to tlie human 
phase, -Dr. Brown cited the meeting 
of Miranda and Ferdinand as given 
in 
Shakespeare's "The Tempest:." 


'•Here, then." said Dr. Brawn, "is the 
general fact of instinct sh'ared in 
common by man ;md by 
brutes: 


Fire!, as considered by science, they 
are inherited habits. There may be 
slight cl-ifferences in the cause of the 
development of -generations, but .the 
principle is unchanged. 
They so 


take a place in the nervous sys'-tsm a£ 
to be handed dcivn from generation 
to generation. Second, these instincts 
nre blind—they are done wi'tli'out con- 
scious thought or purpose in the per- 
son who perform them.'* Several H- 
lus'lrati'ons were cited to sustain this 
Eta'tement. among1 them tlie fact that 
the doR 
1, before lying down, will in- 


variably move about in a circle, a 
lia-bit descended frcm the .ti'ine (When 
liis ancestors lived upon the prairies 
and it was ne:e.esary tn tramp down 
a plp.t of grass on which to lie. Tiiis 
a f ternoon l)r. Brown took up the 
ped.ijj-og-ical application of insiinu-t 
in the child's life as applied to giving 
him i nst rue fi on 'in tliu school foom. 


MISS LOGAN ON READING.

STUDYING WISCONSIN. 


The managers of both parties are 


giving a great 
deal of attention, 


quietly and earnestly, at present to 
Wisconsin. 
An interesting fact in 


relation to' that state which is-gen- 
erally overlooked, is that the record 
shows its population to be unusually 
erratic in elections. 
Its republican 


majorities have frequently been so 
large that tiie state has come to be 
regarded by t'he average citizen as 
safely republican. 
But this popu- 


lar conclusion is not borne out by the 
history of elections in Wisconsin for 
more than thirty years. 
For cx- 


nmple, at the 'beginning of the civil 
war Wisconsin was ranged with the 
strong and 
uncompromising anti- 


slavery states, but in the presiden- 
tial contest of 18G4 Wisconsin gave 
a majority for Mr. Lincoln of only 
17.000, and twelve years later, on a 
constantly increasing vote, the re- 
publican lead was only 6,000. Elaine 
carried the state in 1884 by a ma- 
jority of only 2,000, Cleveland, in 
1892, had a plurality of 6.500, and 
it was not until the presidential elec- 
tion of 1896 that either party made 
a clean sweep in Wisconsin. 
Mr. 


McKinley received then a majority of 
102,000. 
The reason for this er- 


ratic shifting1 of political sentiment 
in the Badger state obviously is to 
be found primarily in the fact that 
Wisconsin has not such a piedomi- 
nant foreign population as is gener- 
ally thought, but a much divided for- 
eign population. 
Of 500.000 elec- 


tors it is computed that 150,000 are 
cither Germans by birth or extrac- 
tion, and75,000 of Wisconsin'svotcrs 
are either of Scandinavian birth or 
descent. 
Two-thirds of the Ger- 


mans, it is said, incline to the demo- 
cratic party, and nine-tenths of the 
Scandinavians to the republican par- 
ty. 
On the basis of this division 


there are 117,500 foreign born re- 
publican voters or German or Scandi- 
navian republicans, and 107,500 nat- 
uralized democrats, German or Scan- 
dinavian voters in Wisconsin. 
This 


division gives the republicans a lead 
which represents about their normal 
majority. 
It shows that the task of 


converting Wisconsin to the democ- 
racy again this year is not a hopeless 
one by any means.

HE RAN WITH BRYAN IN 1896 


NOTABLE CAREER IN POLITIC? 


AND BUSINESS. 


Bath, Mel, Sept. fil—Hon." Arthiii 


Sewall, democratic candidate for the 
vice presidency in 1890 and one of 
tho most distinguished and success- 
ful bnsines men in New England, 
died at 8:30 o'clock this morning. 


Mr. Sewall died at his summer 


home, Small Point, 
about twelve 


miles from this city, of apoplexy, the 
stroke having been sustained last 
Sunday. 


He was sixty-four years of age. 
Mr. Sewall had not been in good 


Jicalth for some time, although he 
was not considered to be seriously ill. 
He had been advised by his physician 
to rest as early as last June, and he 
attended the democratic national con- 
vention in July against the advice 
of his doctor. 
He appeared to have 


suffered no ill effects from the jour- 
ney, however, and was passing the 
summer quietly at Small Point, -when 
the fatal stroke seized him. 


The unconsciousness which fol- 


lowed the attack continued until 
death cnme. 


ARTHUR SEWALL. 


'Arthur Sewnll was born in Batli 


in November, 1833. 
His father, "W. 


D. Sewnll, for years was prominent 
as a shipbuilder and the son fitted 
himself for the same trade. 
In 


18155, by forming the partnership of 
E. and A. Sewall, he continued the 
calling- of one of the oldest ship- 
building- families in Maine. 


Upon the death of his brother, Ed- 


wnrd Sewall, the firm of Arthur Sew- 
all & Co. was formed, and the cor- 
poration new controls- one the larg- 
est of American sailing fleets. 


Mr. Sewall also was one of the 


prominent railroad men of New Eng- 
land. 
For nine years he was presi- 


dent of the Maine 'Central and he 


yna president of. the .Eastern, rail 
road until It was abspVb^ by th 
Boston and Maine, 
For'many year 


he was the Maine representative on 
tho democratic national committee 
and in 1896 lie was made the ehoi 
of his party for vice president. 


Mr. Sewall is survived by two sons 


Harold M. Sewall, who was stntionec 
by the government at Hawaii, nnd 
William D. Sewall, who is in business 
ill Bath. 


When Mr. Sewall was nominated 


with Mr. Bryan at the Chicago con- 
vention in 189G, the people of th 
country at large were almost totally 
unfamiliar with his name, 
"Who h, 


SewallP" was the question asked on 
every hand by democrats and repub- 
licans alike. 
In response it was suit 


that Mr. Bryan's running mate'was 
a -wealthy gentleman of Maine, a 
thorough and lifelong democrat, a 
business man of integrity, and a can- 
didate who presented all the desira- 
ble'elements for the nomination. He 
was pleasing to the north and south 
a all respects. 
But while he was only slightly 


known in a general way, the people 
of New England, and especially of 
Maine, had long recognized in him 
one of their foremost citizens. 
He 


came of an old and distinguished 
family of shipbuilders. 


He was drawn into politics by his 


desire to improve the city of Bath, 
and his- political growth was easy 
and natural through many stages of 
leadership until he found himself 
member of the'national committee of 
the democracy for Maine. 
The in- 


:ense republicanism of the state and 
)f his neighbors, and even the fact 
that his own son was an ardent re- 
mblican, never disturbed him. 
He 


has been ever ready to defend de- 
mocratic principles and heartily to 
ndorse his party hi all its positions. 
In spite of his large financial in- 
eresrs Mv. Sewall's devotion to free 
silver has been singularly strong. 
He had long cherished, the convic- 


on that by freely .opening the mints 
o silver -the country-would find a 
panacea for all industrial ills.

lad never foregone his belief, and 
lis opinions have been" known to 
iave affected a few conservative Su- 
nders in conservative Boston.

Ball ili'as "been running on the road 
thirty consecutive years and was de- 
voted to engine No. 88, which he ran 
for ye'ars. The company arranged to 
allow him his engine for 'his laE't trip, 
and lie brought the passenger train 
in from Springfield with 5t on time. 
There was romarce in his last run; 
If-any man Is void, of sentimentality 
it is "Jim" Ball, fcuitj while, his per- 
manent leave-i'taking of.his engine at 
the Memphis depot platform was very 
informal, it is impossible but thai t 
veteran engineer should have foe 
moved (by ithe solemnity yi such an 
important incident in his life's .his- 
tory. 
If lie was touched -by the oc- 


casion, however, by the thought 'that 
he w*as parting from *the path be 'had 
trodden so regularly and so faith- 
fully -for nearly fifty years, there 
were no outward indications of the 
fa'ct. He dismounted, took a glance 
at the old &team horse and walked off 
home. 


Mr. Ball is the oldest locomotive en- 


gineer in the United States in point 
of uninterrupted service. He is 68 
ye.irs old, but -when the company, a 
few w;eeks'ago, required all its engine 
meri'it'o stand*R certain 'test of vision 
and Wearing;the oculist 'reported him 
tov-He the m'ngt'pei-feclr'o'f-'aTI the- en- 
jih'e'ei-s'iie li'as exariiin'tfl."'1His"retire-!
